We Americans have some miscon- 
ceptions about the Soviet Union-or 
ideas are outdated, anyway.

The officials didn't find the dozen 
or so Time magazines, the articles we 
had for sale, or the numerous photo- 
graphs and magazines of Kentucky 
that we had to distribute. Returning, 
we were asked to open one suitcase 
but no clothing was moved.

Lightness of the stomach is really 
unnecessary.

In fact, we didn't have to have her 
with us during the day. In Moscow, 
our guide left us at about 5 p.m. and 
returned the following morning. We 
gave Moscow a good examination. 

It was doubtful that we were fol- 
lowed. There are so many tourists in 
Russia, the government would go 
broke tailing them all. We could 
stand on the steps of a hotel and 
denounce communism. We did, and 
the Soviet people listened mannerly.
